They are now even striking at home rule. 
They are backing a bill which seeks to foist 
upon Campbell county a .Judge who is not 
nepde<l. Tliov jire sookin^ to have adopted a 
hill which vvill forcr upon the people of l*a- 
diioali and Covington a -^ham cuiinnisium gov- 
nrnniflut plan whidi those cities have rojected 
hy l)ig \oien. They are thus flying in the 
face of the long-established Democratic prin* 
ciple of home ri/fu without interference from 
country and mountain legislators, ignorant of 
what the cities want and noed. 

Dot one of the biggest tests of the Demo* 
cracy is to come in its attitude toward the 
ARNRTTOoal bill. In fliis bill Senator Arnktt, 
of Covington, iiroi)o«c>^ a t;i\ of one cent per 
■^on of nn tied coal, ready for tlu; niMrket. The 
Heuator has called att»;ntion to the fact that 
this coal is mined fiom lands that, assessed for 
their surface value, are worth practieally 
nothing, but oonsidcred as to their riches 
beneath the surface, are making milionaives 
spring up like mnihrooms. 

There are about 20 counties in which coal 
is mined, 11 ofthesaarein Western Kentucky, 
tlie tlirc« greatest being Hopkins, Mulilenburg 
Hud ^\'('hstel, which together produce about 
MIX and one-half million tons per annum. Vet 
' — '*>ree counties whose coal wealth is 
enormous, are pauper counties, drawing ftom 
the State treMury about 154,331.49 per 
annum more than they pay in. If the Abnktt 
hill went into elfeot they would cease to bt^ 
millionaire pauper counties. 




Of the I'l coal oonoUns of Eastern Kantnoky 
all but one, Boyd, are pauper counties, and 
Boyd ii an etoepUon beetnse of the good 
toirns of Atblaad and OatlettibniK. The 
riebeat of these eooatiea, Bell, is a panper 
to the extent of |ft4,d 19.63 per annum and the 
next, Whitley, is a pauper tc the tune of $44,* 
797.62. 

There is hardly a c<ial producing State ic 
the I'nion which does not tax coal in some 
fashion. The Arnktt bill is not oppressive. 
It only ta.Tes the coal when it is ready for 
sale. Each ton can only be taxed once. Con- 
trast th^s with the constant tax on homesteads 
and farms and residenees. 

Reaaooable? Of. conne it is, yet the mil- 
lionaire coal owners como to the LegisUture 
%ith two propositions: 

First— Beat this bill altogether— or 

Second — As an alternative pass a bill taxing 
coal one cent per ton and then diverting itjtoa 
fund out of which the State will pay to ilie 
estate of each miner whose life is lost the sum 
of 1*2, .000, and if there be a surplus left, use it in 
purchasing implementn for the mine inspector's 
department. 

TKe ktter alternative is almost the limit 
of colossal impudence. It is proposed to make 
the State bear the burden of taking care of 
the families of injured or slain miners, thus 
relieving the coal*mining companies of this 
responsibility.
